has been made into a modern cottage. 
It is planned to terrace the bluff and 
to build winding stairs from flit* el­ 
der's home to the house of worship, 
using tis ti hand-rail a coll formerly 
utilized in making beer. 
The two steps that lead to the en­ 
trance of the tabernacle were formed 
of timbers taken f r o m the dance ball. 
One of the hoards carries a bullet 
fired from a “ i.l," evidence of one of 
the many Shooting scrapes that en­ 
livened the old resort. 
The heavy 
timbers comprising the supporting col­ 
umns and the roof beams were taken 
from tin* dance halls.
